The replacement of 6,900 
linear feet of seawall along 
Quincy Bay is set‘to start in 
March and will be complete 
by the end of 2020. 

City officials and rep- 
resentatives from the engi- 
neering firm that designed 
the new seawall and the 
contractor that will build it 
hosted a community meet- 
ing on the plan Oct. 30 in- 
side City Hall.. About 30 
area residents were in atten- 
dance. 

The city will be replacing 
6,900 linear feet of seawall 
between Chickatabot Road 


in Adams Shore and Bab- 
cock Street in Houghs Neck. 
The work is set to start 
March 15 and the contrac- 
tor will have nine months to 
finish it. 

The $17.8 million proj- 
ect will also include drain- 
age improvements in the 
area of Chickatabot Road 
and a drainage study for the 
entire area behind the new 
seawall. Included in that 
will be a study of drainage 
in the Willows Marsh, the 
cost of which the city will

The sequencing for con- 
struction has yet to be de- 
termined, but the contractor 
is expected to begin some- 
where in the middle with 
crews working toward both 
ends. 

“Ideally we would like to 
start in the middle and work 
toward each end,” said Paul 
Principi, a project manager 
for the contractor, Acton- 
based MIG Corporation. 

“We want to go with two 
crews. There is going to be a

The new parking garage 
located on the Hancock Lot 
in Quincy Center could be 
open as early as the middle 
of this month. 

The garage was expected 
to open in late October or 
early November. William 
Geary, the special counsel 
to Mayor Thomas Koch for 
the downtown project, said 
it should be open later this 
month. 

“It should absolutely be 
finished sometime [in No- 
vember],” he told The Sun. 
“We are looking at mid-No- 
vember.” 

The construction of ga- 
rage itself is finished and 
glass has recently been in- 
stalled outside the struc- 


ture’s stairways, Geary said.. 


Construction workers have 
been using the garage, in 
particular the roof, in recent 
weeks, 

The city is still waiting 
for National Grid to in- 
stall a transformer that will 
power the electrical com- 
ponents inside the garage, 
Geary said; the company is 
expected to do so shortly. 


The garage has a temporary 
power source but needs a 
permanent source before it 
can open to the public. 

A new civic space will 
be located between the ga- 
rage and surrounding build- 
ings. Geary said the new 
civic space will likely be 
ready to open when the ga- 
rage is. Crews are putting 
the finishing touches on the 
civic space, including an ir- 


rigation system for the land- 


scaping that will be present. 

The new garage will 
have room for 712 vehicles. 
It will have 130 parking 
spaces in its basement, 78 
spaces on the ground level, 
125 spaces on the second 
floor, 131 spaces each on 
the third and fourth floors, 
and 117 spaces on the roof. 
Sixteen of the spaces will 
be handicap accessible, and 
some of the spaces will have 
charging stations for electric 
vehicles.

SCAM ALERT #1: BANK IMPOSTER SCAM 

A new scam emerged this summer involving criminals 
posing as bank representatives and offering to pick up a 
customer’s “compromised” bank card. This scam originates 
over the phone with the impostor offering to send a "senior 
services” agent to the house to pick up the credit card or 

‘debit card and PIN so the problem can be fixed. The crook 
then racks up credit card debt or drains checking accounts 
attached to debit cards. 

Know this; banks don’t have “senior service centers” 
from which they send bank employees to your home. If you 
get a call like this, hang up. 


The sheer volume of data breaches makes all of us vul- 
nerable to identity theft: Placing a freeze on your credit 
is one of the most effective ways to protect yourself from 
identity fraud — when someone uses your information to 
open accounts in your name, or even take over your existing 
accounts. 

Here’s what to know before you start the process. First, 
you will have to freeze your credit with each of the three 
major credit agencies; Equifax, Experian and. TransUnion. 
You will also need to create passwords and PINs for each, 
so have a filing system for retrieving the information if you 
need to unfreeze your credit in the future. If you are plac- 
ing a freeze for other ale members, IgA

A national survey found 
that more than 80% of sponsored search sites offering pets 
for sale were fraudulent in 2017. The websites look legit and 
the “sellers” will ask you typical adoption questions, but the 
adorable photos you are falling in love with are stolen from 
legitimate sites. Once you start paying these scammers, the 
charges start to pile up for things like last minute medical 
needs or travel expenses, and the pet you’ve fallen in love 
with never shows up. — 

Thoroughly vet any online offering from breeders, shel- 
ters or rescue organizations. Better yet, consider adopting 
locally. 

SCAM ALERT #4: CYBER MONDAY SCAMS 

Everyone is on the lookout for the best Cyber Monday 
deal, which means scammers are on the lookout for you. 
Reported scams from fake shopping websites increased by 
30% in 2017, according to Experian. Here are some tips to 
make sure the hot deal you’re clicking on is really legiti- 
mate. 

Be suspicious of any discounts larger than 55% off. Ir- 
regular contact information, such as a Yahoo or Gmail ad- 
dress instead of a corporate account, is another red flag. Web 
addresses that are overly complex, don’t include the corpo- 
rate name or don’t start with https: are also indicators that 
your data and your money may not be safe. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you can spot a scam, you can 
stop a scam.

‘House Of Salt And Sorrows’ 
A Novel By Erin A. Craig 


‘The Fine Print’ Book Review

I have an affinity for 
the re-telling of fairy tales. 
Classic and sometimes well 
known tales where _ the 
backstories of which can 
be taken in countless differ- 
ent directions. Imaginative 
authors develop characters 
and storylines that capture 
new, young readers and in 
the process hopefully raise 
their curiosity for the origi- 
nal classic. I love seeing 
how a creative author can 
take what is usually a one- 
dimensional fairytale char- 
acter and give them life. 

When my boys were 
young, I used to read to them 
from the original Grimm’s 
fairy tales. I was on a mis- 
sion to dispel what the Dis- 
ney corporation had done to- 
these characters. Needless 
to say, I mostly just horrified 
my children. I did, however, 
get my point. across that life 
was not all reses and hap- 
pily ever afters. 

That being said, I nev- 
er really understood the 
meaning behind the tale of 
“The Twelve Dancing Prin- 
cesses”. Is it simply to not 
lock teenaged girls in their 


rooms because it will not. 
end happily? Or maybe that . 


it just isn’t a good idea te 
have twelve sisters share the 
same bedroom? I only have 
three sisters and I shiver 


at the thought. You would 
think a castle would have 
more bedrooms. 

As much as I may have 
missed the meaning in the 
classic, I am grateful to Erin 
A. Craig for taking this tale 
and giving it some shape for 
me. In her novel, “House of 
Salt and Sorrows,” Craig 
tackles this tale brilliantly. 
Sisters, love, death, step- 
mothers, curses, gossip, 
unsolved murders and fairy 
shoes! This book has it all. 

The novel begins with 
the mysterious death of the 
fourth oldest sister. The 
three eldest sisters having 


already passed away under, 


at least on the surface, not 
very suspicious circum- 
stances. This leaves our 
main character, Annaleigh, 
second in line to inherit her 
father’s estate and position. 

Annaleigh, in her grief, 
discovers that her sister who 
was found at the bottom of 
the cliffs was running away 
to elope with a boy from 
the nearby town. A boy her 
father would never have 
approved of marrying his 
daughter. This boy, clearly 
distraught, is convinced the 
sister was pushed. Annal- 
eigh can’t let it go. 

To keep the younger 
girls minds off the death of 
their sisters and the “curse” 
the townspeople have been 


whispering about the older 
girls decide to play a game. 
A game to look for a door 
spoken about ‘by the ser- 
vants. A door that leads to 
whatever place your mind 
wishes to go. 

The girls soon learn that 
running from their problems 
not only doesn’t solve the 
problem, but may also be 
dangerous. 

A novel written for the 
teenage girls in your life and 
for those of us who just en- 
joy honest and simple love 
stories. I am counting this 
book as a successful “beach 
read”. Not a huge reach, the 
novel is set on an island. 

So girls, grab yourself 
a chair and a blanket and 
bring this book to the beach.

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Smartphone Slouching Can Be Serious 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

A new survey conducted 
by the Orlando Health sys- 
tem in Florida, found that 
the health risks that arise 
from poor posture while 
using mobile devices, does 
not seem to concern many 
Americans. However, may- 
be it should. Poor posture 
can precipitate health issues 
such as chronic back pain, 
discomfort in the neck and 
knees, circulation problems 

and digestive problems. 
American adults spend 
on average more than 3.5 
hours on their smartphones 
every day, signifying that 
they may be looking down 
or slouching for extended 
periods of time. Cumu- 
latively this totals 700 to 
1,400 hours per year of ex- 
cessive stress placed on the 
cervical spine. Addition- 
ally, high school students 
are spending an extra 5,000 
hours bent over reading, 


texting, and typing on their 
devices. 

This ‘national study, 
published in October, ques- 
tioned participants about 
their level of concern re- 
garding eye strain, carpal 
tunnel and other potential 
health aftereffects of mobile 
device use. Only 47% said 
they were concerned about 
how it affected their health. 

Nathaniel Melendez, 
an exercise physiologist at 
Orlando Health’s National 
Training Center in Florida 
pointed out that when you 
put your body in a less-than- 
optimal position, whether 
it is reading a book, work- 
ing at a desk or lying on the 
sofa, you are. placing strain 
on the body. Furthermore, 
even minor misalignment 
can put a lot of strain on the 
body. 

Melendez reiterated that 
for every inch your head 
moves in front of your body, 
10 pounds of pressure is 
added to your shoulders. For 


example, when your head 
is 4 inches in front of your 
body looking down at your 
phone, it is similar to having 
a child sitting on your shoul- 

ders that entire time. 

Experts remind us that 
the majority of problems in- 
stigated by poor posture are 
reversible with some mini- 
mal changes, specifically 
strengthening their core and 
doing some corrective pos- 
tural exercises. For instance 
people who work at a desk 
or spend a lot of time sitting 
would. benefit from raising 
their screens to eye height, 
sitting with both feet on the 
floor, and taking repeated 
breaks to get up and move 
around. 

In a separate study con- 
ducted by Dr. Kenneth K. 
Hansraj, chief of Spine 
Surgery at New York Spine 
Surgery and Rehabilitation 
Medicine, it was noted that 
as the human head tilts for- 
ward the forces seen by the 
neck surge. When we hold

our head in a healthy, neutral 
position, the forces to the 
cervical spine are about 10- 
12 pounds. But at a 15 de- 
gree tilt, that force increases 
to 27 pounds, 49 pounds at a 
45 degree tilt and 60 pounds 
at a 60 degree tilt. Recurring 
increases in stress of this na- 
ture may lead to a myriad of 
neck issues, including early 
wear and tear, degeneration, 
and possibly the need for 
surgical intervention. 

So what can you do to 
avoid the slouch? 

* Hold Your Phone at 
Eye Level 

Hold your phone at eye 
level when typing on your 
phone. This may look odd, 
but it will compel you to 
hold your head, neck, and 
shoulders in a more favor- 
able position. This will 
force you to only use your 
phone for short periods. of 
time, whereas when you sit 
and comfortably look down 
at your phone, you may be 
able to use your phone for 
long periods without under- 
going any form of discom- 
fort. 

¢ Lie on the Floor 


If you are at home or in a 


setting where you feel com- 
fortable being on the floor, 
lie down on your back with 
your knees bent and your 
feet flat-on the floor. Hold 
your phone over your face 
to text and surf the Internet. 
This position will put your 
head in the same plane as 
your shoulders, and will al- 
low the muscles of your neck 
and upper back to relax. Ad- 
ditionally, your shoulder 
muscles will quickly begin 
to fatigue in this position, 


heightening your awareness . 


of the amount of time you 
are spending utilizing your 
phone. 

* Voice to Text 

If your phone has a voice 
transcription feature, use 
it and talk your text mes- 
sages, social media posts, 
and emails. This may take a 
little time to get accustomed 
to, but your neck, shoulders, 
and back will appreciate it. 

¢ Remove the Distrac- 
tions From Your Phone 

The most radical, highly 
recommended, and most ef- 
fective of all of these tips: 


remove social media, email, 
and games from your phone. 
Though this might sound 
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RUTH JONES 


ridiculous, just remember, 
there was a time in your life 
when you didn’t have social 
media, much less even a por- 
table cell phone. In its place, 
try scheduling designated 
time to handle your emails 
and social media from your 
computer where you can 
utilize proper ergonomics to 
support good body position- 
ing as you type. 

Escaping the cell phone 
slouch is straightforward 
and anyone can accomplish 
it. It simply requires a little 
self-discipline and aware- 
ness. Keep in mind it is a 
task worth doing for the 
transformation that it will 
generate in your neck, back, 
and the rest of your body, 
too!

Social Security Matters 
Ask Rusty — How Does 
My Husband’s Federal 

Pension Affect Benefits?

Dear Rusty: My husband retired at his full retirement 
age of 66. He qualified for Social Security but also qualified 
for Civil Service Retirement System (CSRS). Being so, he 
falls under the Windfall Offset Provision, and subsequently 
had his Social Security benefit reduced from around $900 to 
$450. His full CSRS benefit is $3,400. I have not claimed my 
Social Security benefit, but I expect it to be around $2,000 at 
my full retirement age of 66 in November. At my full retire- 
ment age could I collect half of his benefit and let mine grow 
until age 70? Or upon filing, am I forced to take my full 
benefit instead? If I can take half of his benefit, would it be 
half of his full benefit or half of the reduced benefit? Also, 
upon claiming my benefit, would my husband be entitled to 
claim half, and thus increase what he is currently receiving 
on his own benefit? In addition, upon my death, would my 
husband qualify for my full Social Security benefit or is he 
subject to offset by the Windfall Offset or Government Pen- 


_ sion Offset? Signed: Confused About SS 


Dear Confused: Because of your husband’s CSRS 
pension, his own Social Security benefit is reduced by the 
Windfall Elimination Provision (WEP), and any spousal 
benefit he may be entitled to will be affected by the Govern- 
ment Pension Offset (GPO). Both WEP and GPO are provi- 
sions which affect anyone with a pension from employment 
which did not participate in the Social Security program. 

GPO is the more severe of these two provisions, because 
it reduces any spousal (or survivor) benefit your husband 
might be entitled to by 2/3rds of his CSRS pension, which 
means that he will not be able to get a spousal benefit from 
you when you apply (2/3rds of his CSRS pension is more 
than he would get as a spousal benefit). You, on the other 
hand, will be eligible (at your full retirement age, or “FRA,” 
of 66) to file a “Restricted Application for Spousal Benefits 
Only,” which will give you half of his WEP-reduced So- 
cial Security benefit (about $225/month). You are eligible to 
use the restricted application because you were born before 
January 2, 1954 (those born after January 1,1954 cannot use 
this option). By doing so, you can collect a spousal benefit 
from your husband while allowing your own SS retirement 
benefit to grow by 8% per year of delay (2/3rds of 1% per 
month of delay) up until you are 70 years of age, when your 
benefit amount will be 32% more than it would be at age 66. 
But when you claim your benefit at age 70 your husband’s 
spousal benefit won’t be based on your increased amount, 
but rather upon your FRA benefit amount of $2,000, which 
means he still won’t get a spousal benefit due to the Govern- 
ment Pension Offset. 

Finally, if you should predecease your husband, the GPO 
will also affect his survivor’s benefit, which is based upon 
100% of what you were receiving at your death (not on your 
FRA benefit). So, using the numbers you provided, if your 
FRA benefit would be about $2,000 your age 70 benefit 
will be about $2640 (not including COLA increases). Since 
2/3rds of your husband’s CSRS pension is $2,268, he’d nor- 
mally be entitled to the difference $372) as his survivor’s 
benefit. But. since that amount is less than his own WEP- 
reduced SS benefit, he won’t get a survivor’s benefit. As 
you may be aware, the Federal CSRS plan has been replaced 
by the Federal Employee Retirement System (FERS) which 
participates in Social Security, so WEP and GPO do not ap- 
ply to those who retire under FERS.

Hearing On

The Planning Board 
hearing on a developer’s 
plans for the former Quincy 
Medical Center site origi- 
nally scheduled for tonight 
(Thursday) has been post- 
poned. 

A new date for the hear- 
ing has yet to be announced. 

Quincy-based FoxRock 
Properties has proposed 
building 465 _ residential 
units at the site on 114 
Whitwell St. The site con- 
tains 14.97 acres of land in 
a planned urban develop- 
ment zoning district. While 
the site’ is in a PUD zoning 
district, which would nor- 
mally make the City Coun- 
cil the special permit grant- 
ing authority, councillors 
voted previously to have 
the Planning Board review 
any proposal for the hospital 
_ property. 

The board has held sev- 
eral meetings on the propos- 
al previously, during which 
time area residents have 


voiced concerns about the 
size of FoxRock’s plan. The 
company’s original plan for 
the site, which was present- 
ed to the board in October 
2018, included 598 apart- 


ments. In May, the company ~ 


presented a revised plan 
with 490 units and the de- 
veloper has since trimmed 
another 25 units from the 
proposal. 

The board was scheduled 
to meet again to review the 
plan during a special meet- 
ing on Thursday. The appli- 
cant, however, sought a con- 
tinuance on Oct. 31 because 
not enough board members 
would be present. 

“In light of the fact that 
the city’s extensive peer re- 
view for this project is now 
drawing to close, FoxRock 
strongly prefers to appear 
before a full Planning Board 
at the next public hearing 
for its proposed project,” 
Jennifer Schultz, an attor- 
ney for the applicant, wrote 
to the board.

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Seawall Project Seen Complete Next Year 


four-foot increase over the 
existing structure, because 
of the helical anchors that 
will be in place. 

“The anchors are put in 
there, at great expense to the 
city, in order to have a four- 
foot additional height wall,” 
Murphy said. 

“If we only build to el- 
evation 13, two feet addi- 
tional, the anchors aren’t 
really required, but we have 
to do them now, so we-are 
prepared for the four-foot 
[increase] whether it is to- 
day or 20, 30 years down 
the road.” 

Bernie Rines, a Terne 
Road resident, said the 
whole seawall should be 
built four feet higher than 
the structure it is replacing. 

“This is our one and only 
chance to get it and get it 
right,” she said. “I say, put 
it On now, as soon as we 
possibly can...and not have 
us worry for the rest of our 
lives about it.” 

The city has funding 
available to build the sea- 
wall in the area of Terne 
Road and Norton Beach to 
elevation 15, Grazioso said; 
the administration would 
have to seek additional 
funds to raise any other sec- 
tions of the wall four feet. 

Murphy said residents in 
other areas along the sea- 


wall preferred the two-foot 
increase over a four-foot 
increase. 

“We heard from the other 
neighborhoods that they 
didn’t want the four feet,” 
he said. “There were a lot 
of voices of two feet only in 
the other neighborhoods.” 

The new seawall will in- 
clude pipes with one-way 
valves that let water drain 
from the landward side of 
the barrier out to sea. The 
pipes and valves are made 
of a rubber-like material 
that allows debris to flow 
through instead of getting 
caught in the pipe. 

“If you were used to the 
old cast-iron flap gates, they 
were always prone to get- 
ting debris stuck in there... 
sticks and seaweed would 
get stuck in there and the 
cast-iron flap gate couldn’t 
close,” said Duncan Mellor, 
Tighe & Bond’s principal 
coastal engineer. 

“These can actually 
pass debris through them. 
If things like cobblestones 
come down the drain pipe, 
this will actually flush it 
out...We think these are 
going to be a big improve- 
ment.” 

Other communities, in- 
cluding Weymouth, have 
installed similar drain pipes, 
Mellor said.

“It was a very difficult 
time for everybody, espe- 
cially those of you sitting in 
this room,” Murphy said.

cense from the state — should 
be issued imminently. 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy said public feed- 
back during the design pro- 
cess, which included com- 
munity meetings in 2018 
and 2019, was important. 

“Tt has been a good proj- 
ect. It’s been a solid proj- 
ect,” he said. “The commu-

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Ceremony Celebrates J ohn Adams’ 284th ry

On. what would have 
been his 284th birthday, 
John Adams was remem- 
bered for the affection he 
had for his hometown and 
his support of.an educated 
citizenry. 

A wreath-laying _ cer- 
emony to celebrate the sec- 
ond president’s birthday 
was held Oct. 30 inside the 
United First Parish Church. 
Adams and his wife, Abi- 
gail, are both entombed in 
a crypt below the church 
along with their son, John 
Quincy Adams, the nation’s 
sixth president, and his wife, 
Louisa Catherine. 

Dr. Edward Fitzgerald, 
the executive director of the 
Quincy Historical Society, 
said Adams kept himself 
grounded by recalling Quin- 
cy during the time he spent 
away from home in the pe- 
riod before and during the 
American Revolution. 

“Adams used Quincy, 
I think, to keep himself 
grounded throughout his 
life, particularly when he 
was away — when he was 
in Philadelphia for the-Con- 
tinental Congress and par- 
ticularly when he was in 
Europe and on his own,” 
Fitzgerald said. 

“He sustained himself 

not only with thoughts of 
Abigail and home and the 
letters they wrote to one 
another, but also you could 
see, whenever he began 
to feel that the lures of the 
sumptuousness of Europe 
were pulling on him, he 
would stop and remind him- 
self of the simple virtues of 
Quincy and his farm at the 
base of Penn’s Hill.” 

The values Adams 
learned while residing in 
Quincy not only shaped his 
life, but also helped form 
the United States, Fitzgerald 
said. 

“He not only felt affec- 


tion for Quincy, I think he 
really believed Quincy and 
the values of Quincy that 
he had found had helped 
to form him and more than 


that...had helped to form: 


the new republic,” Fitzger- 
ald said. 

“He became, I believe, in 
the last years of his life very 
interested in making sure 
that those values...would 
be preserved,” Fitzgerald 
added, noting Adams estab- 
lished the trusts that paid 
for construction of a new 
United First Parish Church 
building and the school that 
would come to be known as 
the Adams Academy, where 
the historical society is now 
based. 

Quincy’s residents share 
a special bond with Adams 
to this day, Fitzgerald said. 

“He kept faith with 
Quincy and Quincy kept 
faith with him through all 
the years and all the changes 
that have come to this com- 
munity since his death,” the 
historian said. 

“We still feel a special 

bond with him, not only in 
the buildings but in the spirit 
in which he built them in the 
search for basic qualities of 
life, basic qualities of gov- 
ernment and of freedom. We 
remain true to him here and 
he still holds a special place 
in the hearts of Quincy’s 
people.” 

Students from each of 
Quincy’s high schools - 
the Woodward School and 
the city’s two public high 
schools — remembered Ad- 
ams for -including in the 
Massachusetts Constitution 
a guarantee that the gov- 
ernment would educate its 
youths. 

“In Quincy, we are for- 
tunate to be educated in the 
shadows of where the Ad- 
amses called home,” said

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Plans Unveiled For Proposed Speci 


By TOM GORMAN 

The school committee 
got its first look at plans to 
develop a special educa- 
tion learning center in Wol- 
laston that would serve the 
district’s special needs stu- 
dents. 

Quincy School Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro and 
special education and el- 
ementary curriculum direc- 
tor Erin Perkins outlined the 
proposed plans to the com- 
mittee on Oct. 30. Officials 
are proposing to purchase 
and renovate a three-story 
office building that was 
once Howard Johnson’s 
candy factory on Old Col- 
ony Avenue behind Central 
Middle School and convert 
it into learning center that 
would provide programs for 
special education students 
that now are sent to out-of- 


district facilities. Officials - 


are hoping to open the cen- 
ter next fall. - 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said it would cost $8.5 mil- 
_ lion to purchase the building 
from Eastern Nazarene Col- 
lege and renovate it. He said 
keeping students in-district 
would: realize a substantial 
cost-savings to the city. 

“Even by staffing the 
building, doing the renova- 
tions’ and. purchasing — the 
building, .we~ will -save: a 
half million dollars the first 
year,” he told the commit- 
tee before the presentation. 
“Moving | forward...there 
could be savings of millions 
of dollars. That’s amazing to 
me.” 

Koch said the school 
budget: continues to grow 
and the savings from the 
special education in-district 
program “would allow us 
to do more” in the school 
spending plan. 

The city transports about 
150 special needs students 
to out-of-district programs 
at a cost of $80,000 to 
$100,000 per student. The 
learning center could ser- 
vice possibly 30 of those 
students plus other special 
education students in the 
city. Koch noted, however, 
there are some that require 
care beyond what the dis- 
trict could provide. 

“We want to keep stu- 
dents here at home,” he said. 
“There are certain kids in 
- the special needs population 
that require extra, special 
care. We can’t do it all, but, 
I think we can make great 
strides keeping kids here in 
the city.” 

The city council is ex- 
pected to vote on Koch’s 
proposed $8.5 million ap- 
propriation on Noy. 18. If 
approved, DeCristofaro 
would then work with an ar- 
chitect to draw up a detailed 
plan that would go before 
the school committee for a 
final vote. 

The learning center pre- 
sentation got off to a rocky 
start when committee mem- 


ber Douglas Gutro objected 
that the agenda called for 
his colleagues to vote on the 
plan immediately following 
the presentation. He argued 
that it was the first time any- 
one has seen the plans and 
that the public had no input, 
adding that the Citywide 
PTO was hosting a forum on 


the proposal the following 


week on Nov. 6. Addition- 
ally, he said the vote would 
be in violation of the com- 
mittee’s rules. 

Colleague Paul Bregoli 
disagreed, calling Gutro’s 
objection “absurd” and ac- 
cused him of trying to delay 
the process. 

Koch said the vote was 
to show the city council that 
the school committee was 
endorsing his proposed $8.5 
million appropriation for the 
project. 

After some _back-and- 
forth dialogue, Vice Chair- 
woman Emily Lebo called 
for a recess to discuss 
Gutro’s objection. After a 
few minutes hashing it out 
in the hallway with col- 
leagues, she reconvened the 
meeting and said the presen- 
tation would go on, but, the 
committee would not take a 
vote at this time. 

According to Perkins, 


the new center would serve . 


students in prekindergar- 
ten through middle school. 
There will be four grade 
levels: prekindergarten and 
kindergarten; kindergarten 
through grade 2; grades 3 to 
5; and grades 6 to 8. Each 
level will be known as a 
“neighborhood” and be de- 
velopmentally appropriate. 

“Our vision is to create 
an atmosphere that pro- 
motes personal indepen- 
dence and enables students 
to become active members 
in their community,” she 
said. “Our goal is to provide 
instruction designed to ad- 
dress students’ communica- 
tion and social skills, aca- 
demic abilities, and social 
emotional needs in a school 
that is located within their 
own community.” 

Some of the center’s 
unique features that will be 
available for all students 
are a motor room, adaptive 
playground for wheelchair 
students, music therapy 
room, and sensory spaces. 
Also, there will be a voca- 
tional life skills classroom 
in the grade 6 to 8 neigh- 
borhood outfitted -with a 
kitchen, laundry area, and 
simulated workshop. Each 
classroom would be outfit- 
ted with the latest technol- 
ogy that includes forms of 
alternative and augmenta- 
tive communication 

Each neighborhood 
would have its own look. 

“Calming colors will 
identify and  differenti- 
ate between each learning 
neighborhood,” Perkins 
said. “We will create a calm- 
ing atmosphere for sensory 


students.” 
For the staff, there will 
be a professional develop- 


ment room with a resource | 


library. Also in the plan is a 
‘parent center. 

“Parents and families 
will be a key component 
of the learning center with 
the creation of the parent 
center,” said Perkins. “This 
space will include resource 
materials for parents, meet- 
ing rooms, and a space to 
hold parent workshops and 
parent academies through- 
out the school year.” 

The prekindergarten 


_ heighborhood will be locat- 


ed on the first floor featuring 
“a nurturing atmosphere.” 
Perkins said thematic play 
will be utilized to help de- 
velop social, emotional, 
communicative, and cogni- 
tive skills. 

The prekindergarten 
CARES program — for stu- 
dents ages 3 to 5 — will fea- 
ture a combination of one- 
on-one, whole group, and 
small group instruction and 
focus on skills, socialization 
and developing a readiness 
to learn. This program will 
help develop self-help skills 
such as dressing, toileting, 
and eating while promoting 
independence, expanding 
communication; and  in- 
creasing social interactions. 

The prekindergarten in- 
tegrated neighborhood, also 
servicing students ages 3 
to 5, will offer a four-day- 
half-day program for stu- 


‘dents ages 4 and 5, and-two- 


day, half day program: for 


_ 3-year-olds. Both will have 


15 students, a teacher and 
as paraprofessional. Social- 
emotional, self-regulation 
will be the key component 
with thematic play. 

On the second floor will 
be the kindergarten through 
grade 2 neighborhood. 

Perkins said the primary 
program will feature a struc- 
tural language-based learn- 
ing environment “designed 
to meet each child’s unique 
needs.” 

For students ages 5 to 9, 
the program will focus on 
“applied behavioral analy- 
sis” to develop language, 
social interactions, and self- 
help and daily living skills. 

The grade 3 to 5 neigh- 
borhood, serving students 
ages 9 to 12, is to be lo- 
cated on the third floor 
and will be centered on a 
structured, language-based 
environment and _ utilize 
individually designed aca- 
demic instruction. There 
will be a focus on money- 
management, cooking, self- 
care, community and leisure 
skills to increase student in- 
dependence. 

“We hope to see a build- 
ing of skills and indepen- 
dence as we move through 
the grade levels,” Perkins 
said. “Individual student 
needs will be continually re- 
viewed when assessing stu- 


dent response to the use of 
various academic, emotion- 
al, and social skills curricula 
as well as ensuring the ap- 
propriate level of support 
related to teacher, student 
ratio throughout ‘the school 
day to promote progress.” 

Each classroom will have 
a special education teacher 
along with specialists, de- 
pending on the program, 
such as speech, occupation- 
al, and physical therapists 
along with paraprofession- 
als and music teachers. 

Teachers will work with 
students one-on-one or in 
small groups. Each student 
will have a program book 
that includes their detailed 
Individualized Education 
Plan (IEP). Teachers will re- 
cord data in the book daily 
noting student challenges 
and progress. 

The learning center 
schedule would be 8:30 a.m. 
to 2:34 p.m. for all grades 


except the integrated pre- 
kindergarten. The latter 
would have a morning ses- 
sion from 7:35 a.m. to 10:10 
a.m. and the afternoon ses- 
sion from 11:10 a.m. to 1:50 
p.m. dla 
Perkins said in addi- 
tion to classroom programs 
during the school day, af- 
terschool activities would 
also be offered. This would 
include childcare options at 
the center and home-based 
consultations and support as 
indicated in students’ IEP. 
The learning center will also 
offer a six-week summer 
program. 

Transportation would be 
provided in accordance with 
a student’s IEP. 

The learning center will 
be offering a full service 
breakfast and lunch provid- 
ing healthy and balanced 
meals in two dining areas. 

Several local organiza- 
tions have expressed interest 
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al Education Center 


in partnering with the dis- 
trict for the learning center. 
These include South Shore 
Hospital, Quincy YMCA, 
Work Inc., Milton Hospital, 
South Shore Autism, and 
Melmark. 

DeCristofaro said that 
about 20 staff members and 
Citywide PTO members 
toured the building to see 
its potential. A list of ques- 
tions was drawn up that will 
be addressed to parents and 
members of QPAC (Quincy 
Parents Advisory Council) 
in early December. He noted 
that the state Department of 
Education will be assisting 
the district with its plan. 

Koch said the proposal 
of providing in-house spe- 
cial education programs has 
been talked about by previ- 
ous mayors and school com- 
mittees, but, nothing came 
to fruition. 

“T think it’s something 
long overdue,” he said.

database. The property is 
owned by Hudson Media, 
which formerly used the 
warehouse on site to distrib- 


ute newspapers before leas- 
ing it to Fallon Ambulance a 
decade ago. 

Fallon in 2008 received

on the first eight floors will 
be completely installed by 
Friday, O’Connell said, and 
the whole building will be 
sealed sometime ‘in Decem- 
ber. 

Chestnut Place is set to 
open on July 1, 2020, and 
tenants could begin leasing 
the apartments as soon as 
January, O’Connell said; the 
monthly rent for the ‘units 
will range from $2,000 to 
$3 800. 

HarborOne Bank has 
signed a letter of intent to 
lease part of the retail space 
on the first floor, O’Connell 
said, and he is in negotia- 
tions with a coffee shop to 
take over the remainder of 
the space. 

O’Connell, age 76, has 
developed a number of proj- 
ects in Quincy, his home- 
town. They include Marina 
Bay, State Street South and 
Granite Links. Chestnut 
Place, he said, gives him a 
sense of pride because of the 
role the building will play in 
the revival of Quincy Cen- 
ter. 

“It is real prestige, union 
job,” O’Connell said. 

Chestnut — Place will 
be the tallest building in 
Quincy once it is complete. 
O’Connell is optimistic a fu- 
ture building will surpass it. 

“I hope somebody will 
build a taller one,” he said. 

O’Connell credited Lee 
Kennedy and the subcon- 
tractors who have worked 

on the project for the job 
they have done to date. The 
subcontractors include G&C 
Concrete Construction of 
Haverhill, who built the re- 
inforced concrete structure 
of the building. 


“They worked like crazy 
and did a really good job,” 
O’Connell said of G&C, 
who played a similar role in 
the construction of One Dal- 
ton, a 61-story building that 
opened in Boston’s Back 
Bay earlier this year. 

“Lee Kennedy is running 
the job and doing a great 
job,” O’Connell added. 

Chestnut Place is one of 
three new structures rising 
on what was once the Han- 
cock Lot. 

Earlier this fall, LBC 
Partners’ Nova Residences, 
a 171-unit apartment build- 
ing, opened on the portion 
of the lot closest to Hancock 
Street. 

The city is also putting 
the finishing touches on a 
712-car garage located be- 
tween Chestnut Place and 
Nova Residences. Roughly 
one-fourth of the spaces in 
the building will be set aside 
for residents of those two 
buildings. 

The city is .spending 
$46.6 million to construct 
the new garage and cre- 
ate new civic space in the 
areas between the parking 
structure and the  build- 
ings around it. Funding for 
the work was included in 
an $80 million district im- 
provement financing bond 
the City Council approved 
in June 2017. 

Earlier this year, Mayor 
Thomas Koch proposed a 
land disposition agreement 
between the city and LBC 
that would allow the com- 
pany to develop the remain- 
ing portions of the Hancock 
Lot — the corners of the lot 
on Revere Road. The size of 
those two new buildings had 
yet to be determined at that 
time.

The North Quincy High 
football team ramped up its 
defensive pressure, and it 

On the final play of the 
game in their contest against 
Oliver Ames at Veterans’ 
Memorial Stadium last Fri- 
day night, the Red Raiders 
defense forced a bad throw 
to preserve a 12-7 victory 
in non-playoff action. With 
the win, the Red Raiders im- 

proved to 3-5 on the season. 

“We had a lot of guys

A 15-yard pass from 
Hansen to Declan Geary got 
the ball around midfield and 
a 32-yard pass from Hansen 
to Brendan Hines on fourth- 
and-four put the team at the 
13-yard line. Three plays 
later, Hines caught a 13- 
yard touchdown. The two- 
point conversion pass at- 
tempt was incomplete, but 
the Red Raiders led 12-7 
with 46 seconds left in the 
game. 

An unsportsmanlike con- 
duct penalty against OA al- 
lowed the Red Raiders to 
kick from OA’s 45-yard line 
and freshman Nate Caldwell 
booted a touchback on the 
kickoff following the score. 

“We put him in uniform 
on purpose,” Craig said of 
Caldwell. “We need a kicker 
and we trust him.

in 45 or more ambulances 
and 500 ‘gallons of miscel- 
laneous fuel. 

Fallon now plans to move 
out of the site and sublease 
the property to Old Town 
Trolley Tours, Fleming said.

It’s certainly a 


The auction described the 

settee as “in the Adam 

taste,” but an online search 

for the words won’t explain 

what that means. When it 

says “Chippendale style” in 

a catalog, it means it is a re- 

production made long after 

the original pieces designed 

and made by Thomas Chip- 

pendale in the 18th century. 

“Adam taste” is even more 

confusing. There were two 

Adam brothers who died 

in the 1790s. Their work is 

now called the “style of the 

Brothers Adam” or “Adam 
style.” It was popular in 
the late 1760s. The broth- 
ers designed the building, 
then designed and made 
all the furnishings, includ- 
ing fireplace mantels, fix- 
tures, fittings, carpets and, 
of course, furniture. The 
look spread to’ Scotland 
and Russia, and inspired 
Federal style in the United 
States. 

The brothers admired and 
adapted the classical de- 
signs of Greece and Rome. 
They- wrote 2 book with 
their engraved designs, 
which made their_ ideas 
available to everyone. Pas- 
tel color combinations of 
green, blue, yellow, lilac, 
pink and terra-cotta were 
possible with new, afford- 
able, lighter paint colors. 
The rooms had classical 
scenes on the walls along 
with swags, ribbons and 
plaques.

was in California with the 
B-17s that flew in later and 
Katie and her two young 
girls and mother were in the 
under the table in the dining 
room. When the (USS) Ari- 
zona went up, the chandelier 
fell from the ceiling on top 
of the table. They survived.” 

Ferris said his father was 
a captain at the time and 
flew months later was pro- 
moted to colonel at the age 
of 27. He became the com- 
mander of the Hawaiian air 
depot at Hickam and was 
chief maintenance test pilot. 

While Col. 
serving at Hickam, his son 
said that “an unusual gang 
of people came together.” 

One Navy Capt. 
James Green who ironically 
was a childhood friends of 
Ferris’ parents in Michigan 
and was stationed at Pearl 
Harbor. 

“He had two boats shot 
out from under him because 
he so aggressive,” said Fer- 
ris. “He: once made a kill 
shot of a lifetime when he 
hit a Japanese destroyer 
head on.” 

Capt. Green became 
the third largest tonnage 
commander in the Pacific 
Theater and later became 
commander of the naval 
submarine school at Groton, 
Conn.

Ferris said he and his six 
siblings called him “Uncle 
Captain.” 

He also talked of his 
late brother-in-law, Navy 
Lt. Commander Gordon S. 
Hahn who graduated from 
medical school and was a 
flight surgeon. After retir- 
ing, he established a medi- 
cal practice in Florida. 

Another of the group was 
Four-Star Gen. Emmett E. 
“Rosie” O’Donnell; retired 
as Air Force chief of person- 
nel, Ferris’ godfather. 

“He was one of my fa- 
ther’s early commanders,” 
said Ferris. 

O’Donnell led the first 
major air attacks on Tokyo 
and was wing commander 
on a mission to bomb Tinian 


Island. 

A “special person” Fer- 
ris served with while in the 
Air Force was Vietnam Air 
Force Lt. Gen. Daniel James 
III whom he mentored. 

“When I knew him we 
were both captains,” he said. 
“We grew close.” 

Ferris said his friend’s 
last assignment was com- 
mander of the national Air 
National Guard 

“His good friend, George 
W. Bush just happened to be 
president at the time and he 
had made him command- 
er of Texas Air National 
Guard,” Ferris said. 

Ferris noted James IIl’s 
father was Daniel “Chap- 
pie” James, the first African 
American to attain the rank

of four-star general, who 
served as an Air Force Ace 
in Korea and Vietnam. 

James III, who died sud- 
denly two years ago, is bur- 
ied at Arlington National 
Cemetery within a few hun- 
dred yards of his parents and 
Ferris’ parents. 

Ferris said all veterans, 
past and present need to be 
honored. 

“All around us we have 
great veterans,” he said. 
“It’s people you see in ev- 
eryday life. Just say, “thank- 
you.’ They’re not looking 
for anything else. And, 


make sure you honor the 
present troops. That’s a big 
concern of ours, too. Always 
take care of any veteran you 
know.” 

Memorial wreaths were 
placed at the flagpole and 
the island’s memorial. A roll 
call of Quincy’s deceased 
veterans was then read fol- 
lowed by a rifle volley and 
the playing of Taps. 

One of the squadron 
294’s founders, Robert LaF- 
leur. was given a life time 
member award by Moody in 
recognition of outstanding 
loyalty and dedication to the 
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squadron. 

“This honor recognizes a 
commitment dominated to- 
wards the programs, activi- 
ties, and ideals of the Sons 
of the American Legion, 
dedicated to God and coun- 
try,” said Moody. 

LaFleur expressed his 
appreciation for the honor. 

“I’m overwhelmed,” he 
said. “Twenty years 
we started the squadron 
and we didn’t know how it 
would turn out. One of the 
best things we did, and I’m 
proud of, is we made Paul 
Moody commander.”
